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MANGEL - WURZEL and 
SUGAR BEETS 


We strongly recommend the Mangels and Sugar-Beets for feeding to cattle, sheep and swine. 
The roots grow to a very large size, make a much heavier yield than turnips, and are more nutriti- 
ous and fattening for food during the winter, largely increasing the yield of milk in cows. They 
can be grown at trifling cost. 


Culture.—All Mangels require a deep soil, so put a subsoil at least a foot to 18 inches deep 
and apply plenty of rich stable manure. Sow (five to eight pounds to the acre) in rows 18 inches 
to 2 feet apart, and thin to 8 inches in the row. As soon as frost occurs, dig the crop, and if wanted 
for gradual consumption during the winter, they should be heaped to a height of 5 or 6 feet on a 
dry, sloping situation. As the weather gets colder, cover with salt hay or corn-stalks, and afterward 
sufficient soil to protect from freezing weather. By this gradual process of covering all danger of 
heating is obviated.

A nice, velvety lawn adds more to the 
beauty of a place than any other sdornment, 
and even the humblest home may be made 
attractive with such surroundings, while 
without a good lawn even the finest flowering , 
plants and elegantly arranged beds seem in- 
significant.

If a roller is not at hand, firm the ground down by means of 
a wide board or plank.

To insure success the conditions and 
requirements of the several species as to 
soil, moisture, heat, etc., should be stud- 
ied and then observed in culture. Below 
we give a few general directions for their 
culture, though more complete directions will be 
found printed on the seed packets. The soil best 
adapted to most flowers is light, rich loam, con- 
taining enough sand to make it porous. If there 
is some clay with it the colors will be brighter. 
Make the surface as smooth and fine as possible; 
sow seeds in rows, covering each sort of seed in 
j proportion to its size (a good general rule being 
to cover twice the diameter of the seed) and press the 
soil down firmly over it. Do not plant any seeds when 
the ground is wet. Many varieties, such as pansy, ver- 
bena, daisy, hollyhock and the fine greenhouseplant 
seeds, should be sown early in shallow boxes in.the 
house, in soil consisting of equal parts of fine sand and 
rich mellow loam well mixed together and sifted to re- 
move all gravel and lumps. Sow as before directed. Covering the box 
with glass helps to retain the moisture and keeps the temperature even. 
Be careful not to keep too wet, and when large enough to handle, trans- 
plant to boxes from 1 to 2 inches apart to remain until put in permanent beds.
